W A S H IN G T O N (AP)— Th# Soviet Union and th* 
United States headed into a collision course today as 
U.S. Navy ships moved in to clamp an arms block­ 
ade on Cuba and halt the Soviet conversion of the 
island into a nuclear missile base. 
A direct confrontation between the two great 
powers could come by nightfall, in the judgment of 
Washington officials. 
The crisis was probably th* greatest since W orld 
W ar ll. 
The full scope of the danger broke upon th* 
world Monday night when President Kennedy an­ 
nounced the establishment of Soviet missile bases in 
Cuba and dsclosed a seven-point program of U.S. 
action starting off with a naval blockade to halt the 
flow of any more offensive arms to Cuba.
